of hia BcLool at Schnupfenthal, in Thiu'- 
ngiti, -when Washington was president 
jf the United States. Since the close of 
)io lasfc contury the school excursion, in 
jno i'ona or another, has been growing 
in popularity in Germany, and today 
,t forms a icgular feature of perhaps the 
majority of tho elementary schools of 
ilmt couutiy. 


The Kcihool excursion offers the most 


favorable opportunity for introducing 
ho uhild into many branches of knowl- 
edge, tor the reason that, by means of 
outings, the pupil may be brought in 
direct contact with various phases of 
nattiro aiid the works of man. And in- 
:lced the locality is-exceptionally unfa- 
vorable where an abundance of material 
may not be found for instructing the 
uhild in geography, history and the 


tiimil bcieuccs. 
In Germany this broad study of the 


environment is recognized as a distinct 
branch of knowledge, known as die 
hciiui'.thskunde (homeology), and as 
such is included in the curriculum of 
the first three years of the elementary 
schools.—Dr. J. M. Rice in Forum.

Tue platform of 1888 declared that: 
'•'i'iio Republican party is in favor of 


tlif> uso of both gold and silver us 


uud condemns the policy of the 
Administration in its ef- 
-.o demonetize silver.' 


This plank was not all that we 


wanted, but it was an advance on the 
financial planks that had preceded it. 
It said nothing about bimetallism, but 
was favorable to the nee of silver as 
money without stating whether that 
silver should or should not have full 
legal tender power. 


Under that plank, however, we were 
able to secure the passage of the Silver 
Purchase Law of 1890, under which 
four million and a half ounces 06 the 
metal were bought monthly and treas- 
ury notes issued for the purchase 
price. 


The silver plank in the Republican 
platform of 1892 was something of an 
advance on that of 1888. It declared 
that: 


"The American people from tradition 
and interest, favor bimetallism and the

But although it went BO far as to fav- 
or the use of silver in connection with

)alance and found wanting. 
There may be among the rank und 
file of Republican voters throughout 
.he country a few here and there who 
conscientiously suppose some result 
may be reached by international agree- 
ment; bat there is not H shadow of 
'oundation for such a hope; and the 
eaders of i,he Republican las well as 
:he DBmocratic parties very well know 
that {here will be no international 
agreement. The proposition is a mere 
jretenae. As to many, if not most of 
;hose leaders, my belief is that if they 
thought free coinage could be secured 
through the medium of an interna- 
tional arrangement, they would be op- 
posed to a conference^ The whole 
;hinn is a bald subterfuge and un- 
worthy of a moment's serious atten- 
tion. 


POINTED QUESTIONS. 


But why should an international oon- 
terence be necessary. 
Why should the 
seventy millions ofmeopleof this coun- 
try permit themselves to be dictated 
to by the thirty-eight millions which 
form the population of Great Britain 1 
1 should like to inquire upon whal 
basis of philosophy or fact the ides 
rests. Their population is only aboul 
one-half of ours. Is it possible that 
the brain of the average Englishman is 
equivalent to the combined brains o 
two average Americans? Is there some 
occult power that gives Greav Britain 
the right to prescribe to us what ma- 
terial we shall use for money and how 
much of it we shall use. 
The fact is, as Mr. Gladstone ad- 
mitted, the monied classes of Great 
Britain have 10,000 million dollars in 
vested all over the earth and made pay. 
able in gold. The more they can adc 
to the purchasing power of the dollar 
the better it will be for their pockets. 
Our people must send out every yeai 


250 or 300 million dollars as interes 
and dividends to the owners of those 
colossal debts, and the more va'nable 
the dollar becomes the more of th< 
products of labor our people have to 
sell in order to meet their obligations 
This makes it to the advantage of th 
monied classes to dely the establish 
ment of bimetallism, either national o 
international. 
But considering how 


our peopl are being mulcted by the 
persistently increasing value of dollar 
in which these debts must be paid, it i 
astounding that American statesmen 
will lend themselves to the execution 
of Great Britain's will upon so vita 
a matter. 


WHY ASKED TO RESIGN. 


I received a little while ago a lette 


from the State Central Committee o 
tho Republican party requesting me t 
resign. Not having been elected by 
committee, I concluded to give 
reply from the platform to the peopl 
of Nevada direct, I have read the lej 
ter very carefully, and cannot find in i 
any charge that I have been recreau 
to liny duty imposed upon me by th 
people of my Slate, Such an idea i 
not attempted to be conveyed even b 
implication. What, then, is the roaso 
which is assigned for tbe request ? ] 
is that I decline losiger to act, with the 
Republican party. The letter'says: 
" We deslpe t*> remind you that you 


were elected to the (senate as a Repub- 
lican by the Rapublicau pai'ty," 
That I was elected as a Republican 


by the Republican party is true, but it 
is not tbe whole truth. The Repub 
lioan party, as it exists to-day, did not 
elect me. 1 deny that in the respect 
moat vital to the interests uf Nevada 
and to the welfare of the entire country 
it is the same party that it was in 1890. 
True, the change was effected in but 
one act, yet it is a change radical and 
far-reaching. So far as concerns that 
most vital issue, the difference be- 
tween the party then and the party 
now is the difference between things 
distinctly opposite--between a positive 
and a negative, between white and 
black. On that point I invoke the can- 
did judgment of such of my constitu- 
ents as etill adhere to the Republican 
party organization, for under their 
convictions regarding the free coinage 
of silver, however loth they may be to 
sever their relations with the old party, 
they are no longer Republicans, though 
they may call themselves such.

PHINCIPLBB, NOT JJAMES. 


I freely admit what of course is pal- 
pable; that to those who look at the 
narrow consideration of mere names it 
is the same party.

Even the person- 
nel of a party—the entire body of indi- 
viduals constituting it—may remain 
the same, yet if the great policies are 
changed for which as a body they 
stand, they must be held to constitute 
a different party.

The 
monetary issue dominates all other

The monetary policy of the Republi- 


can party during the last half of 1890, 
all of 1891 and 1892 and-a part of 189£ 
was a policy distinctly tending toward 
moderate expansion of tho money 
volume. 
To-day its policy is one ol 
irononnced, drastic and unmistakable 
contraction. 


REPEALED BY REPUBLICANS. 


In respect to the quantity of money 


placed in circulation the Act of 189( 
ivas a great improvemert on tbe act 
theretofore in force. The Act of 1878 
as all know, placed in the Secretary 01 
the Treasury a discretion as to the 
quantity of silver he should purchase 
only requiring that it should be no' 
less than $2,000,000 nor more than 
$4,000,000 worth per month. By reason 
of the sinister manipulation of this act 
by the several Secretaries of the Treas 
•jry, who never purchased more than 
the minimum sum, the Act of 1390 de 
prived the Secretary of all discretion 
and commanded him to purchase each 
month 4,600,000 ounces. 
This was a 
decided advance of the party in the 
direction of on expansion of the money 
volume, and was naturally hailed b; 
all silver Republicans as an earnest o 
growing friendliness of their party to 
the cause they had at heart. It in 
spired them with hope that, having 
gone thus far, the noxt step of th 
party would be, as logically it shoulc 
be, to free coinage.

on a platform which makes monetary 
reform its dominant feature, not aban- 
ioning, but holding in reserve tbeir 
sonvictions on other issues, the Presi- 
leut to be elected tu 1898 would, with- 
>ut a shadow of doubt, sign a free coin- 
ice bill." 
At a later stageTif tbe letter, I added, 
tlluding to the monetary issue, that I 
should "hencsforth vote for and act 
with the party that brings this over- 
mastering issue to the front." 
From these sentences, it is clearly to 


be seen that my very strong preference 
is for a party of a single plank — "Mon- 
etary Eeform." Such a party we have 
in our State. In State matters, there- 
fore, I shall act with the Silver party of 
Nevada, of which I am a member. But 
there being no National party of one 
plank, I shall act generally, in Nutional 
iff airs, with the party which makes tbe 
monetary issue a National issue, that 
ts to say, with the People's party. 
To those who may deem thio position 


in evidence of inconsistency, I have 
only this to say, it is better to be right 
than to be consistent. My ideal, be- 
•ause destined the more easily and 
early to result in the real, is a platform 
of a single plank, and I am in cou- 
•science bound, so far as the slight in- 
fluence of one man's personal example 
may extend, to emphasize my convic- 
tion of the I'ightfulness of such B plat- 
form. 


TRUE TO HIS CONSTITUENTS. 


That American of Americans who baa 


recently passed away, Dr. Oliver Wen- 
!ell Holmes, could not have left to nis 
•onntrymen a more valuable legacy 
than in the lines which he addressed to 
youth: 
[n opinions look not always back; 
The wuke is nothing — mind the coming? 
track; 
Leave what you've done for what you have 
to do; 
Don't bo consistent, but be simply true. 


In every fibre of my being I have 


been true nnd shall continue true, to 
the interests of my constituents, which, 
nappily, are in the interests of the pro- 
ducing masses in every State in the 
Union. 
I propose to work for the free coin- 
age of silver, by the instrumentalities 
most readily available and best ad- 
apted to secure results. 
While belonging to the Silver party 


of Nevada, however, I desire to say that 
[ have no quarrel with the People's 
party. Tne members of that party in 
the Senate stood by silver like true 
men; and silver advocates in the Sen- 
ate should stand by them. 
It has been stated in tbe pres^ that I 


announced myself as a "Populist by 
name;" but this ia an error, however, 1o 
which I attach no importance. The ad- 
vocates of silver need not quarrel about 
names. When men want to accomplish 
i great aim — when they want to em body 
into law a measure that ia to mark an 
pooh in the history of thair country, 
—and which will be a benefaction to 
the struggling masses of their country 
men, it is a matter of little Consequence 
under what name the great end is ac- 
complished. 


A WORD FOB THE PEOPLE'S PARTY. 


Our Republican friends on the State 
Central Committee seem disposed to 
t>o facetious at tbe expense both of my- 
->elf and of the People's party, as they 
inquire of me whether what they are 
pleased to call the "shining examples 
of Populist influence,'' with which, as 
they say, lam daily and hourly con- 
fronted in the Senate, justifies the be- 
lief that my change of party affiliation 
will add to my prestige and power as a 
member of that body. 
This is riot a, question of prestige or 


power for any individual. 
It is infi- 


nitely better than that. It is a question 
of the welfare of till the people of the 
Onited States. 
Had I found such remarks in a letter 


signed, not by the Chairman of the 
Bepublican State Central Committee 
of Nevada, but of some Stale of the 
oast, where "good form" requires that 
no onportunity be allowed to pass 
without ridiculing the Popu'iats and 
other advocates of the free silver coin- 
age, I should have been less surprised. 
The principles uf 
the committee 


would appear to be if a party or a 
uau-e is a subject of ridicule, people 
must avoid it. Under the operation of 
this principle, society would be im- 
movable; sUvery would still exist in 
our Southern States, and the Republi- 
can pnrtv would consist of u dozen 
agitators" nud "cranks" most danger- 
ous to the peace even of Northern 
communities. The Populists in Con- 
gress may not belong to the Republi- 
can four hundred, or the swallow 
tailed Democracy, but like true men, 
who, in the performance of duty, can 
be indifferent to sneers, they voted on 
every roll call for the interests of Ne- 
vada and of their country. Not one of 
them faltered in the fight. They are 
honorable and fearless men who pur- 
sue their path of duty with strict re- 
gard to principle, and with tin eye 
single to the good of their country. 
They can neither be bribed with ex- 
ecutive patronage, nor daunted by 
misrepreaentations, _Why should I not 
stand in the Senate by tho side of men 
who stood by my State and its people 
in a great crisis, when tbe party which 
the Republicans of Nevada, myself 
among them, have for years, with vote 
and voice supported, turned against us? 
It would appear that instead of coun- 
seling and acting with those who stnud 
by the Interest of onr paople. it is bet- 
ter for ua to counsel and vote with 
those who strike down our industries, 
inflicting^ serious blow upon the in» 
dustrtes a'nd'commerse of the, country 
at large. It* /will net do to aseert that 
a new party x which ds in the right,

WBWKB POFCUSTS. 


The letter of tbe Republican Com- 
mittee says that "The Populists rep- 
resent everything that is wild and 
visionary in American polities." Well, 
according to gold, standard ethics, the 


because tbe most immediately danger- 
ous to tbe supremacy of the gold stand- 
ard, is the issue of free silver coinage. 
However visionary 
may 
be 
the 
ideas of tbe People's party, who 
doubts that had the members of 
that party during the debate on the re- 
peal of tbe Sherman law, declared 
themselves in favor of repeal, they 
would have been hailed, at least for the 
time, as true patriots and statesmen of 
the first order. The gold standard ad- 
vocates well know that no measure in- 
volving a great or fundamental prin- 
ciple, ran, among an intelligent ar.d re- 
flecting people such as ours, receive a 
large measure of popular support, until 
it shall have been long discussed. Tbey 
know that free coinage has been dis- 
cussed for more than half a generation 
and that the people while not ready to 
vote on other measures of the Popu- 
listp, are ready and willing to vote on 
silver. It is therefore more imme- 
diately becfsuse of the Populists' devo- 
tion to the silver cause than for any 
other reason, that they are stigmatized. 
The benefifiaries of the corrupt gold 
standard attempt, by jeer and objurga- 
tion, to belittle and condemn men of 
the most patriotic, intuitions—and this 
with equal impartiality, whether they 
are silver advocates merely, or Popu- 
lists. 
It soems hardly in accord with the 
fitness of things that an advocate of 
free coinage in Nevada, of whatever 
party, should sneer at men who, in 
other States, or in other parties, ad- 
vocate, as to silver, the same principles 
that ho does. 
Experience, if nothing 


else, should have enabled him, by this 
time, to discover tuat there i-i no argu- 
ment in a sneer. 


THE FARMERS WITH THE THIBD PARTY. 


It is well known that the strength of 
the third party has thus far been 
among the agricultural classes. Yet 
this party is by the gold standard press 
termed a party of socialists, and vsom- 
riiunists, if not indeed anarchists. Dp 
to tho present time, throughout the 
histcry of the country, the farmers of 
the United States have been doomed 
above all things else, conservators of 
public morals—the element of con- 
science, of honor, of honesty, of con- 
servatism nnd of liberty. They were 
the men of Concord, of Lexington, of 
Bunker Hill, of Valley Forge. 
How 


cornea it that this class ot men who, in 
times past, have been deemed the very 
mainstay ot the Republic, should now 
be stigmatized as socialists and com- 
munists? Should it not suggest to re- 
flecting men who do not happen to b-} 
agriculturists, that perhaps the situa- 
tion seriously needd examination. And 
it jt be true, as the committee say, that 
"the Populists represents everything 
that is wild arid visionary in American 
politics," may that fact not be due to 
the conscientious efforts of patriotic 
Americans, impatient of wrong, and 
who, in order to secure redress of their 
grievances, are seeking remedies in a 
variety of directions nt once, when per- 
haps if a correct monetary remedy 
were first applied, the other evils com- 
plains d ol would be very greatly miti- 
gated. 


A WEAK LETTER. 


In my letter to Mr. Strother I stated 
that the practical question before the 
people of Nevada was, how most surely 
and quickly to uc.'omplish the object 
which they had in view. O'l this point 
Mr. Coffin says: " This ia undoubtedly 
the main issut. What we all want are 
substantial results. It is right upo^ 
this vital point that your letr«^ js es_ 
sentially weak. From its beginning to 
its end there is not a fact or an argu- 
ment employed which even tends to 
show that, anything- can be gamed by a 
new course," 


Inasmuch as Mr. Coffin criticized rny 


failure to sho.^ that anything can be 
tjained by tho new course, I vender 
why he did not think it incumbent on 
him to show that pomething had been 
gained by the old course ? For eight- 
een years the silver moil in Congress 
have worked in se.ison and out of sea- 
son struggling for results withiu the 
lines of the old parties. I should like 
somebody to point to the results 
If, 
as a consequence ot eighteen years of 
unremitting labor, on the part of every 
silver advocate who has be»n in either 
House of Congress, no one can point to 
one line or even one word of results 
.vhich remain to-day, 1 do not see why 
I should he asked to predict what is to 
take place in the future. 


The work of the Oliver advocates in 


Congreqs has borno great fruit, bat not 
in Congress. Tho c •mpttign of educa- 
tion which has been incessantly car- 
on for eighteen years, has trained 
our people to a point at which they are 
ripe for free coinage, if they can only 
i?et their votes counted for it, but this 
ihey cannot do in the old party. They 
have been voting for years for Presi- 
dents who have been the bitter foea of 
silver. 


THE POSITION OP SBNATOB. 


Tho letter of the Republican com- 
mittee says: "In tho strict sense the of- 
fice of (Senator; is a political one, and 
the Republican party is entitled to re- 
presentation for the full term of six 
years from the 4th of March, 1891. As 
you announce now, that you can no 
longer act with the party which elected 
you, every consideration of propriety 
and delicacy requires you to resign. In 
the name of the Republican party of 
Nevada, we respectfully ask you to 
do so." 
The position of Senator is undoutedly 
a political one, as contradistinguished 
from positions which are judicial in 
character, but a Spnator represents all 
the people of his State, not a mere 
fractional part of them; his paramount 
duty is to hia constituents ns a whole; 
the people first; the party afterwards. 


His election is undoubtedly affected 
through the machinery of party, and 
in the performance of bis duties be 
must necessarily use the machinery of 
party to secure the enactment into law 
of such policies as bis constituents 
favor. He naturally co-operates with 
the party through whose instrumental- 
ity he was elected, because, under 
normal and rational conditions, that 
would presumably always be the party 
which would favor tbe policy that he 
was elected to advocate. But whatever 
obligation impliedly rests upon a Sen- 
ator to co-operate witb and support a 
party, carries with it, no less impliedly, 
n reciprocal obligation upon tbe party 
that it shall not make a radical change 
in ita policy from that which be was 
elected to advocate—tbat it shall uot, 
for example, make a change from a 
policy calculated to advance tbe inter- 
ests of 
his Btate._ to one which 
consign? those 
interests 
to 
ab- 
gqlute 
destruction. 
Tbe 
moment 
tbe Republican party, not blindly nor 
by accident, but well informed and 
with eyea wide open to all tbe conae- 
quencep, abandons and rejects a policy 
wbicb. In tbe judgment of a Senator 
from Nevada, is vital to tbe interests of 
Nevada, and not of those alone, bat a 
policy no less vital to tbe people of the 
entire Union, tbat moment, ipto facto, 
a Senator representing tb» people of 
Nevada, is. In the very nature of tbe 
' and" by every 0*000 of ethto* 
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moral and political—by every duty 
which he owes to his constituents, to 
bis State and to his country, relieved 
of obligation, express or implied, to 
support tbe Republican party. It is 
not the duty of a Senator—his State 
being smitten on one cbeek, to be tbe 
instrument by which it may be held in 
order to be smitten on the other, and 
continue to be smitten indefinitely and 
without recourse. 
The moment any political party 
adopts a policy which necessarily brine 9 
ruin upun an entire commonwealth it 
is preposterous, it is against the opera- 
tion of human reason, to expect that 
because the mere name of tbe party 
and the individuals composing it re- 
main the same the Representatives of 
the commonwealth must like craven 
cowards continue to support it. 
Far better were it for tbe people of 
Nevada and for tho country had the 
Republican party changed its name, 
but continued in force tbe policy it 
adopted iu 1890 of adding monthly to 
the circulation of the country the 
monetary equivalent of 4,590,000 ounces 
of silver. 


MONETARY BCFOHM MUST GO ON. 


The great work of monetary reform 
must go on. To desert it would be 
treason to our race. In tbe great work 
we must not expect aid from foreign 
nations. 
It is utterly hopeless to look to them 


for relief on this issue. Tbe more 
clearly we damonstrate that the gold 
standard works injustice to the pro- 
ducing classes the more powerful will 
be the blows which its beneficiaries 
will strike iu order to perpetuate that 
injustice. 


Relief must come, if at all, from those 
who are suffering the injury—from the 
struggling masses—not the silver min- 
ers alone, but the agriculturists and 
workingmen in every section of the 
country. The miners cannot do the 
work nlono. We must invoke the aid 
of all who.are being crucified by this 
process. Every man who earns bis 
own living, whether by hand or brain, 
is being cinched by the constant in- 
crease in tho value of the gold dollar. 
If we arc to have free coinage we 
must rely oa ourselves. There is not 
the slightest difficulty about securing 
it if tho advocates of silver stand to- 
gether. Large numbers of silver men 
are supporting both the old parties 
and perpetuating the very condition of 
affairs which above all things they 
wish to bring to an end. 


The number of silver men in either 
party, however great, cannot force the 
loaders to action on this greatest of all 
question. With one conspicuous and 
noble exception—Senator Cameron of 
Penuavlvanifl-_ail the leaders of the 
Repur^'lCan party are opposed to in- 
dependent American coinage. And all 
tbe leaders of the Democratic party 
who are strong enough to make their 
power felt occupy on this qufstion a 
position identical with the leaders of 
the Republican party 


Tbeso leaders are most influential iu 
directing the policies of the party, and 
cunning in directing those policies into 
the pith marked out for then.! by tbe 
molded classes. 


THE WAY TO VICTORV. 


The agiicultuusts, the whe-it nnd cotton 


jioweib of the count)y me willing to help us, 
rat how can they make their help effective? 
There is hut one wiy. 
By securing, as I have 


said, the election of a Piesident who will not 
veto a fiee coinage bill. That sort of a Presi- 
dent cannot he found among those who domin- 
ite the policies of the Republican party or of 
the Democratic paity. 


We hive found it insufficient to have Con- 


_ress wall us,. 
The oveishadowing power of 


an executive who has 300,000 offices in his 
;ift will always defeat uz. 


We must exert evc-ry energy to elect a Presi- 


dent. 
This can be done only hy every Silver 


man stepping out of the ranks of his old party 
nd all coming together. 
By oiganizing our- 


selves into a solid phalanx and throwing our 
united weight ngamst the stronghold of the gold 
standard, that is to say, the White House, we 
shall win, and not otherwise. 
The benefic- 


ial ies of the gold standard fear not the advo- 
cates of silver while those advocates help elect 
gold standard Presidents. 
With a President of 


aur own selection we shall have a free coinage 
law on the statute books in ten days. 


But it behooves us to set about the work at 


once. 
If we permit matteis to diag along as 


they now aie, we may in a few years see the 
industrial classes of even this gieat country so 
depressed and dispirited that they will look 
upon the new conditions as inevitable, and as 
not admitting of n remedy. 


For us to wait till that time arrives would he 


an incalcuahle misfortune. 
It would prolong 


the struggle for at least another generation. 


II we act now this result can be avoided. 
If 


all silver advocates unite their forces for this 
election, the president elected in 1896 will sign 
a free coinage bill. 


And it is my deliberate judgment that if we 


.lo not then win it will only be because the 
men who believe in free coinage will not come 
out and stand where their votes will be counted 
in support of their cause, instead of against it. 
This campaipn is the skirmish that precedes 
the battle. We should fall in line now. 


If this great opportunity be allowed lo pass, 


the silver men who fail to come out will only 
have themselves lo blame. 
If at this critical 


juncture they stubbornly adhere to a party 
which constantly uses their votes for the des- 
truction of silver, they will, after 1896, have 
ample occasion to regret the consequences that 
will ensue to themselves and their countrymen

SIJLVJSR PARTY PLATFORM. 


Adopted in State Convention at Canon 


September 5, 1S94. 


The Silver party of Nevada, in Con- 
vention assembled, at Carson City, on 
the 4th day of September, 1894, declare 
that platforms should assert cardinal 
principles of political faith concerning 
questions of political interest of pres- 
ent moment without equivocation or 
evabion. 
We bold that history has 
demonstrated that these principles are 
right and equitable, and their observ- 
ance necessary to secure the welfare 
and individual happiness for which 
this Government was established. 


8U-VEB. 


We deny the ritjdt or authority of the 
Government of the United States to 
pass any law restricting or abridging 
the privilege of any citizen to the free 
coinage of silver into st^adard money 
at the le^al ratio of 16 to 1, independent 
of any other nation, and we demand 
the repeal of all laws denying or abridg- 
ing that right. 


We assert that any law denying or 
abridging the right of free coinage of 
<old and silver into standard money at 
the legal ratio of 16 to 1, independent 
of any other nation, is a denial of thf> 
sovereignty of the people of the United 
States as a nation and independent 
State, aud a law iu restraint and 
abridgment of production and com- 
merce. 


We assert that from 1861 to 1894, in- 


clusive, a period of 34 years last past, 
the Democratic party and the Repub- 
lican party have made and adminis- 
tered the law of this nation; that that 
period baa been characterized as one of 
uninterrupted bountiful harvests and 
bountiful production from all o<ir nat- 
ural resources and that our people 
have made unparalleled advances iu 
skill, in every branch of manufacture 
and artisanship, that the period has 
been one of general health, and not- 
withstanding the civil war, a period of 
unparalleled prosperity from 1861 down 
to 1873. In 1873 the Republican party 
passed la ws in the restraint of the coin- 
age of money, denying mintage to sil- 
ver, the money we need in the pocket 
of every citizen and till of every store. 
The decadence of silver hag been 
steady, gradual and unrelenting as the 
grip of the gold standard of money has 
closed around oar industries and labor 
and the price of every production of 
labor, by forest, field,.mine and manu- 
facture, have fnllen parallel with the 
decadence of silver, which- i* to-day 
worth less than 60 percent of its stand- 
ard coinage value at tbo legal ratio of 


the necessity of good government, but 
no Government should augment this 
burden or enlarge its necessities by un- 
necessary, needless interest bearing 
debts making useless expenditures, or 
by failing to promptly collect what is 
justly due it, whether it be a loan, a 
tax or a tariff. No grant should be 
made of public property for any other 
than a public purpose, and it ia the 
duty of the Government to securer 
to the public the enjoyment 
of 
the benefit which was the consideration 
of .the grant or declare it, forfeited. 


We demand the Government owner- 
ship of telegraph lines and Govern- 
ment subsidized railroads. 


Wo demand the enforcement of the 
Interstate Commerce Act everywhere, 


LABOR. 


We demand that no law shall ever be 
enacted restraining or abridging the 
development of our natural resources 
aud we guarantee to the people free- 
dom of pursuit and the inalienable 
right to enjoy the fall value of all the 
property that tLeir labor produces. We 
told it as one of the truisms of human 
xistence and modern progress and 
enterprise, that capital und labor 
honld go hand in bund iu the general 
advancement, happiness and good of 
his great commonwealth. Therefore 
,ve claim that capital and labor should 
stand on an equal footing before the 
aw, and that the laborer should always 
receive a fair compensation for a. fait 
lay's work. That both capital and labor 
lave the legal aud unquestionable 
right to organize for mutual protection 
and self-preservation. 


We believe that a National and a State 


Board of Labor Commissioners should 
created by law and made elective by 


.be people to whom all questions iu 
dispute between capital and labor 
should be referred and that both parties 
concerned be compelled to arbitrate 
and that the decision of such Board of 
Labor Commissioners be final and 
binding alike on the employer and em- 
ployes. 
OBEDIENCE TO THE LAWS BEQUIEED BY ALL. 


We denounce the criminal suspens- 
ion of the laws of Congress by the 
President, such as the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman Silver Bullion 
Purchasing Act, the Geary Act provid- 
ing for the deportation of unregistered 
Chinese, when its constitutionality has 
been affirmed by the Supreme Court, 
and his neglect und refusal to enforce 
the Anti-trust and Interstate Com- 
merce Acts against wealthy offenders. 


ELECTIVE EBANCmSH. 


We denounce the purchase and sale 


of the Elective Franchise as destructive 
of our liberties and treason to our Gov- 
ernment. We demand the disfranchise- 
ment of both parties to the crime, and 
the punishment of the purchaser by 
fine and imprisonment. The franchise 
once sold shall be gone forever. 


LOTTEBIES. 


The establishment of a lottery iu 
this State would be a blot upon the 
people and would result in financial 
and moral degradation. Therefore, in 
the language of our Constitution, " No 
lottery shall be authorized by this 
State, nor shall the sale of lottery 
tickets be. allowed." We condemn in 
equal terms all Legislatures of this 
State wbiqh have attempted to legislate 
or authorize lotteries or the sale of 
lottery tickets. 


THE BLOODY SHIBT. 


We are unalterably opposed to the 
ratification of the proposed amend 
ment to Section 1, Article II, of the 
Constitution of our State, wherein it 
ignores all question of amnesty to per- 
sons who, after arriving at the age of 
eighteen years, bore arms against, the 
United States Government, for the 
reason that the same is un-American 
.in spirit and contrary to the clemency 
already extended to such persons for 
over thirty years, and we therefore 
recommend to the voters of the State 
to vote "No " on this proposition. 


SCHOOLS.
